The Communist Government of Sinkiang appears to have adopted a set poliey 
of pushing its borders with both Indian Kashmir and fzed Keshrir as far 
south as “ossible without enreping in open warfars, These borders have 
never been cfCicially demarcated ‘or moat of their length, 


“, In May 195C a “tnkteng garrison was sent to Gil (37-10; T4-£0), a point
